Home Manufactures- 



Perhaps the injunction "Do your 
own manufacturing," ranks next to 
"Grow jour own bread." It is self-evi- 
dent that every dollar's worth manu- 
factured in the country is so much 
wealth retained. And not only so, but 
that retained wealth ia employed in 
such a manner as tends to build up the 
industrial interests of the country and 
increase the demand for its natural 
productions, thereby relatively pro- 
moting the development of its natural 
resourcoa— expanding and consolidating 
the father and foundation of all indus- 
try, Agriculture. This is, of course, 
based on the assumption that manu- 
facturing can be carried on under con- 
ditions sufficiently favorable to bring 
the operation in accord with the well- 
uuderstood laws of economics. Tor 
example: If it should cost two dollars 
. to iniuiufacturo a spado which could 
bo imported for one dollar, wo do not 
pretend to say that tho true interests 
of the country would be promoted by 
manufacturing it. Indood, tho nat- 
uralkw^of trade would step in and say, 
no. But what we moan to say is this, 
that wherever the conditions are such 
as to enable the hoino-made to hold its 
own against the foreign, every legiti- 
mate influence should bo brought to 
the aid of manufacture. In tho pre- 
sent condition of this country, men are 
too apt to underrate the importance 
nnd assume the impracticability of 
home manufacture. It is so very con- 
venient to buy what one needs and 
it is so natural to conclude that a new- 
country like this cannot do its own 
manufacturing that it is really difficult 
to got men to think, or capital to be- 
lieve. Of courso, we do not mean to 
suggest for a moment that it would bo 
possiblo for Columbia for many years 
to coino, perhaps ever, to do tho whole 
of her own manufacturing in accord 
with tho laws of economics. Every- 
thing must have a beginning; and tho 
injunction of some wise teacher, "des- 
pise not the day of small things," 
may not unfitly bo applied hore. But 
a thoughtful person might be surprised 
at the result of a careful onquiro into 
the extent to which even now nianii- 
■ tacturing could be advantageously car- 
ried on in this Province Nor is the 
notion that "protection" is essential to 
manufacture correct. We have seen 
manufacture protected off the face 
of the earth. As a rule, Nature is 
probably tho best protection. Pluck 
and Plod are her cousins. In a for- 
mer article we endeavoured to show 
with what enormous advantage British 
Columbia (or rather Vancouver Island, 
for the Mainland has long done so) 
might manufacture flour. Wo might 
euumorato branches of manufacture 
which have beon.are, or might bo carri- 
ed on to profit; but wo shall bo content 
for tho present to direct attontion to 
one branch which has beon success- 
fully established here, by way of illus- 
tration. The Albion Iron Works in 
this city ore flow doing a Iarg4 and, 
■we are glad to believe, profit*- ble bus- 
iness. Indeed, we venture t-o think 
that a look through that extensive and 
complete establishment would sur- 
prise many persons living within tho 
sight of the smoko of its f urnacos and 
tho sound of its steam whistle. An 
enumeration of tho principle jobs now 
on hand may not be amiss; Por tho 
Xiano & Kurtz Mining Company (Cari- 
boo); two largo and powerful 12 inch 
doublo-action pumps, with ton feet 
Btroke, and provided with 240 foot of 
wrought iron piping each. Those 
pumps are well worth inspection. For 
tho Eleven of England Mining Com- 
pany (Cariboo); a largo water- wheel 
shaft and llangos for wooden wheel 
of enormous capacity; also, a 12 inch 
pump. For tho Dominion Govern- 
ment (for stm. Sir James Douglas); a 
' tubular boiler 9 foot in diameter, and 
16 feet long; aslo a propeller shaft and

tition. In other words, the work is 
being done hore because it was ascer- 
tained that it could bo done cheaper. 
It has been demonstrated that, in this 
branch, home manufacture can com- 
pote successfully with foreign. All 
praise to Mr. Spratt for demonstra- 
ting the fact. British Columbia wanta 
more Spratts. The same energy and 
perseverence which has enabled the 
Albion Works to triumph over foreign 
competition would also enable other 
branches of manufacture to do tho 
same thing. But, of course, if Capital 
is permitted to remain rusting in bank*- 
vaults and if Enterprise continues to 
Bit helplessly tweedling her thumbs 
and bemoaning the dullness of tho 
times and the impossibility of success- 
fully breasting the current of foreign 
competition, the country must remain 
depressed, for the drain upon its 
wealth, ever-flowing into the pockets 
of foreign Industry, must contiuuo.

And 
they are said to endure hard study 
without losing health at all. 

The compliments paid by the Pope 
to the American Government and na- 
tion at his last reception has revived 
the idea that he is turning his thoughts 
towards the United Stales as a place of 
refuge. 

A man in Washington county, Ton- 
uesaoo, has a cow which has given by 
accurate weight 20-iO^ pounds of milk 
in thirty days. She is an Ayrshire 
breed, and the smallest amount given 
in ono day was 57 pounds. 

Tho cathedral now being built in 
Fifth avenue, Now York, will bo the 
most costly marble edifice on the Amer- 
ican continent. It is expected that at 
the present rate of progress 20 or 130 
years will elapso before it is finished, 
although a portion of it will soon bo 
completed and ready for use. 

Tho astronomers can't agree about 
the comet; for while Professor Park- 
hurst says its tail will bo nearly 25,- 
000,000 miles long, and reach within 
a million and a half miles of the earth, 
Professor Safford, of Cliicugo, says it 
won't measure over 5,000,000 mile*, 
nor como nearer than 21,000,000 
milcR. 

The illiterate whiles aro four times 
moro numerous in proportion to popu- 
lation in tho youth than in tho North. 
This is the estimate of tho Detroit 
"Tribune," which says, in connection 
with this fact, that in Alabama, for in- 
stance, with a population of 521, 38 i, 
hero aro 1)2,05!) whites over ten years 
old who cannot write.' 

Tho editor of the Macon "Telegraph" 
reports that students of the colored 
university at Atlanta havo proved that 
tho Negro can learn, and even be- 
come proficient in the branches em- 
braced in the usual euriculum of col- 
leges, which is an unusual concession 
for a Southerner to mako. The annu- 
al cost to every pupil in this institution 
amounts in the aggregate to but $17 
per month, 

Afresh cargo of antiques from Epho- 
sus has arrived at the British Museum. 
Among them are a lion's head, from 
tho Cornice of the last temple; two 
lion's heads, moro ancient, from for- 
nier temples; a boar's bend; more frag- 
ments of tho archaic frioxe; a large 
fragment of one of tho neroteria from 
one of the pediments; ono or two more 
fragments of sculptured drums and 
columns, and other objects. 

Tho last of tho broad-gauge on En- 
glish railways has come, iu the con- 
version by tho Great Western Compa- 
ny of nil of thoir south-western lines 
to tho narrow (or common) gauge. On 
one Thursday evening every train was 
turned into its dpp'oidted depot, where 
carriages and engines will be broken 
up, and in three days thereafter these 
routes were all relaid and tho now roll- 
ing stock upon them. The new nar- 
row-gauge of this country has not yet 
been experimentally known iu Eng- 
land, where as bore, 4 feet Sh inches is 
tho regular thing. 

Tho statistics collected by Dr. Chai- 
lie, a distinguished physioian of New 
Orleans, prove the mortality of the 
Negro population to bo greater than 
the whites, except during the yellow j 
fever epidemics. This, however, is { 
not exceptional, as it is equally true 
of Charleston, Washington, and Bal- 
timore. Id New Orleans, the annul- 
ifcj report of the colored children un- 
der two years oa age is enormous, 
when compared to tho mortality of the 
white children. These facts cast sha- 
dows before as to tho future of the 
two races. 

A diamond, said to be tho largest 
yet discovered in tho diamond-fields ot 
the Capo, is at present in the hands of 
tho firm of Costor & Co., of Amster- 
dam, by whom it is being cut and pol- 
ished. * Tho stone weighs about two 
hundred and ninety carats, and is of 
tho purest water. Some months will 
probably elapso before the diamond is 
finished. Although it is impossible to 
estimate tho exact value of tho gom 
while still in the rough state, it is be- 
hoved that should tho stone when fin- 
ished realize tho expectations formed 
of it, its value will bo at least $100,- 
000. 

The Washington organ of tho Ad- 
ministration, tha" National Republican,' 
is out once more in defense of a third 
term. It argues that if continuous 
service in Congress enhances tho use- 
fulness of a member, it follows that 
there if "a strong reason for retaining 
for 12, 16, 20, or oven 21 years, the 
services of nn Executive, who may have 
each successive term of his past sor- 
vico proves moro efficient, who is still 
in tho prime of life and vigor of man- 
hood and intellect, whose integrity is 
spotless, whoso patriotism is ardent 
and unflagging, whoso fitness for the 
position has been in every way increas- 
ed by tho experience of the past, who 
still cherishes tho profound respect 
for tho popular will and bows to its 
behests with the same abnegation of 
solf as when first chosen to administer 
tho government.

The lovo-strickon Henry, 'then con- 
fined to his bed with tho gout, sent for 
tho chosen husband of tho beautiful 
Margaret. * : 

"iSassompierro, my friend," said the 
aged King, as the youthful lover knelt 
before him at the bed-side. "I have be- 
come, not in love, but mad, out of my 
senses, furious for MUe. Montmorency. 
If she should love you, I ahould hate 
you. If she should love me, you 
would hate me. Tis bettor that this 
should not be the cauie of breaking up 
the course of our good intelligence.for 
I love you with affection and inclina- 
tion. I am resolved to marry her to 
my nephew, Prince of Conde, and to 
keep her near my family. Sho will be 
the consolation and support of my old 
ago, into which I am now about to en- 
ter. I shall givo my nejihow, who 
loves the chase a thousand times better 
than ho does the ladies, one hundred 
thousand livres a year, and I wish no 
other favour from her than her affection. 

It was 8 o'clock of a black Winter's 
morning, and the tears, as ho spoke, 
ran down the cheeks of the hero of 
Ivry, and bedewed the face of the 
kneeling Bnssompiorre. Tho courtly 
lover sighed and — obeyed. He renoun- 
ced tho hand of tho beautiful Margret, 
and enmo daily to play at dice with the 
King at his bed-sido, with ono or two 
other companions. 

And every day thoDuchess of Ango- 
uleme, sister of the constable, brought 
her fair niece to visit and converse with 
the royal invalid. Put for the dark 
and tragic clouds whish were gradually 
closing arouud that eventful and heroic 
existence, thoro would be something 
almost comic in the spectacle of- the 
sufferer making the palace and all 
Franco ring with the bowlings of the 
grotesque passion for a child of fifteen, 
as he lay helpless and crippled with 
the gout. 

One day, as the Duchess of Angoule- 
mo led her neico away from their 
morning visit to tho King, Margaret, 
as she passed by Bassonipierro, shrugg- 
edher shoulders with a scornful glance. 
Stung by this expression of contempt, 
the lover who had renounced her, 
sprang from the dice table, buried his 
face in his hat, pretended that his nose 
was bleeding, and rushed frantically 
from the palace. 

Two days long ho spent in solitude, 
unablo to eat, drink, or sleep, aban- 
doned to despair and bewailed his 
wretched fate, and it, was long before 
ho could recover sufficient equanimity 
to face his lost Margaret and resume 
his place at the King's dice-table. 
When he made his appearance he was, 
according to his own account, so pale, 
changed nnd emaciated that his friends 
could not recognize him. 

Tho marriage with Conde, first 
Prince of the blood, took place early 
in the Spring.. The brido received 
magnificent presents and the husband 
a pension of 100,000 livres a year. The 
attentions of the King became soon 
outrageous and the reigning scandal 
of the hour. Henry discarded the 
gray jacket and simple costumes 611 
which he was wont to pride himself, 
paraded himself about in perfumed 
ruffs and glittering doublet, an ancient 
fop, very little heroic, and much ri- 
diculed. The Prim-ess made merry 
with the antics of her royal adorer, 
while her vanity at least, if not her af- 
fection, was really touched, and there 
was one groat round of court festivities 
in her honor, at which the King and 
herself were ever' the central figures. 
Bui Conde was not at all amused. 
Not liking the part assigned to him, 
thus skillfully arranged by his cousin- 
king, never much enamored of his 
brido, while highly appreciating tho 
100,000 livres of pension, he remon- 
s' rated violently with bis wife, bitterly 
reproaching tho King, and made Jiim- 
generally offensive. "The Frame 
is hp' k." wrote ■Henry i« ftfjly, "'and 
is playing the very devil. You would 
bo in a rage, and ashamed of the! things 
he says of mo. But at lust I am los- 
ing patience, and am resolved to givo 
him a bit of my mind." He wroto in 
tho same tonus to Montmorency. Tho 
constable, whoso conduct throughout 
tho affair was odious and pitiablo, 
promised to do his best to induce tho 
Prince, instead of playing the devil, 
to listen to reason, as he and the Du- 
chess of Angoulemo understood rea- 
son. 

Henry had even tho ineffablo folly 
to appeal to tho queen to use her in- 
fluence with tho refractory Condo. 
Mary do Medici replied that thoro 
wero already thirty go-betweens at 
work, and sho had no ideaof being the 
thirty-first. 

Condo, surrounded by a conspiracy 
against his honor and his happiness, 
suddenly, 0110 night, carried off his 
wifo and lied tho country. 

Intelligence reached tho King soon 
after, and ho sent at once, in tho doad 
of night, for the Due de Sully. ( In 
reply to the remonstrance of tho Due, 
the messenger said: "The King said 
you would be very angry, but thoro is 
no help for it. Come, you must, for 
tho man you know of has gone out of 
tho country, as you said ho would, and 
has carried away tho lady on tho crup- 
per behind him:" 

The two proceeded straightway to 
tho Louvre, and wero ushered, of all 
apartments of the world, into the 
Queen's bod-chamber. Mary do Med 
ici had given birth only a few days 
before to an infant, Henrietta Mario, 
future Queen of Charles tho First of 
England. Tho room was crowded 
with ministors and courtiers — Villeroy, 
tho Chancellor, Bassonipierro and 
others being stuck against tho wall at 
small intervals, like statues, dumb,' 
motionless, scarcely daring to broathe. 
The'Kbg with his hands behind ,hhn, 



and his gray heard sunk on his Breast, 
was pacing up and down the room in 
aparoxysm of rage and despair, 

"Well," said he, turning to Sully, 
as he entered, "our man has gone off 
and carried everything with him.

Tho Duke, beyond the boding "I 
told you so" phrase of consolation 
which he was entitled to use, having 
repeatedly warned his sovereign that 
precisely this catastrophe was impend- 
ing^ declined that night to offer advice. 
He intended on sleeping on it. The) 
manner in nrhioh the proceedings of 
the King at this juncture would be re- 
garded by the Archdukes Albert and 
Isabella^ — for there could be no doubt 
that Oonde had esoaped to their ter- 
ritory, and by the King of Spain, in 
complicity with whom the sUps had 
unquestionably been taken— was of tb« 
greatest political importance. Por 
this reason a court intrigue, which his- 
tory, under other conditions, might 
justly disdain, assumes vast propor- 
tions, and is taken quite away from 
the scandalous chronicle which rarely 
busies itself with grave affairs of 
state. 

WatohiniTtiie Dead. 

A gentleman now living in Edin- 
burgh, but formerly a resident of tho 
Highlands, and well versed in its su- 
perstitious and folk-lore, sends tho 
Inverness "Courier" the following 
notes from his commonplace book on 
the curious belief of the Highlanders 
in "Faire Chlaioth," or watchin^ tho 
dead: 

"In many parts of the Highlands it 
is believed to this day that the last per- 
son buried has to perform the duty of 
sentinel over the churchyard/and that 
to him the guardianship of the spiritB 
of those buried before is in some do- 
gree committed. This post he must 
occupy Until a tenant of tho tomb re- 
leases him. It is not esteemed an en- 
viable position, but ono t» bo escaped 
if possible; consequently, if two neigh- 
bors die on tho same day, the survi- 
ving relations mako great efforts to bo 
first in closing tho grave over thoir 
friend. I remembered nn old nurse, 
who was mourning the death of a sweet 
girl she had reared, exclaiming with 
joy, when she heard, on tho day after 
her funeral, of the death of n- "parish- 
ioner; "I thank God my dear dar- 
ling will have to watch the graves no 
longer!" A ludicrous but striking ill. 
nstvation of this strange notion oc- 
curred some years ago in the parish of 
A . An old man and an old wo- 
man, dwelling in tho same tdwnship, 
but not on terms of friendship — for 
the lady, Kate Iiundh, was more not- 
ed for antipathies than attachments— 
were both at the point of death. Tho 
good man's friends began to clip hia 
nails, an office always performed just 
as a person is dying. Ho, knowing 
that his amiable neighbor was, like 
himself, on the verge of the grave, 
roused himself to a last effort and ex- 
claimed: "Stop, stop; you know not 
what use I may have for all my nails 
in compelling Kate Ruadh to keep 
Foirc Chlaidth in place of doing it my- 
self." Iu the statistical account of 
Scotland, xiv., 210, Parishes of Kil- 
finichen and Kilviceuen, : County 
of Arnvil, we read: "Tho in- 
habitants are by no moans supersti- 
tious, yet they still retain some opin- 
ions handed down by their ancestors, 
perhaps from the time of the Druids. 
It is believed by them that tho spirit 
of the last person buried watches 
round the churchyard till another one 
is buried, to whom he delivers his 
charge." In the same work, xxi.,114,it 
is said: "In one division of the coun- 
try; where it is believed that the ghost 
of the last person buried kept the gato 
of the churchyard till relieved by the 
next victim of death, a singular scene 
occmv'd when two burials were to take 
place on Ihe same day. Both partie* 
rfta'ggetfed forward us fast a.-* possible, 
to consign their • respective Mend in 
the first place to the' dun. IL they me* 
at the gato, the doad was tin-own down 
until the living decided by blows whose 
ghost should be condemned to porter 
it." It was the duty of , tbo spirit of 
the last person interred to stand sentry 
at tho graveyard ;:» l e from aunsot ur- 
til tho crowing of tne cock every night 
until regularly relieved. This, some- 
times, in thinly inhabited parts of tho 
country, happened to bo a tedious and 
severe duty; and tho duration of tho 
"Faire Chlaidth" gave tho decoased's 
surviving friends much uneasiness. 
About thirty years ago (1704) a young 
man had an interview with tho ghost 
of a neighbor's wifo while she watched 
at tho gate of tho old Laggan church- 
yard. Sho was clothed in a comfort- 
able mantle of snow-whito flannel, 
adorned with red crosses, and appear- 
ed now, though a very old woman at 
decease, *i th i full bloom of youth and 



beauty. She told him sho enjoyed tha 
felicity of l'Tathinnis, and thoy oschang- 
snuff- mulls. Sho directed him to a 
hidden treasure, and desired that'jjit 
might bo added to the fortune of her 
daughter, who, sho said, was to be 
married on a certain day, which she 
named, and strange to say, though tho 
girl was not then courted, sho hecamo 
a wife on tho day foretold.
